“W hen a man w a s talking to me 
about this matter the other day he said 
to me, ‘I wish you would drop the “I” 
out of believe and receive and deceive 
and all those “ie” w ords.’ 
That is not 
one of the changes already decided on, 
but I’m Inclined to be in favor of it. 
T hat ‘i’ in words of that kind has no 
valu e and might as well bo left out. 
It 
has neither historical nor etymological 
significance, and its presence is ruinous 
to som e persons’ spelling, 
lf believe 
w ere spelled ‘beleve’ I think it would 
be a good change. 
“W e are going about th e simplifica­ 
tion gradually' and are not trying to 
startle or shock anybody. 
There w as 
an editorial in an afternoon paper rath­ 
er unfavorable to our plan, blit it did 
not strike me as being very forceful. 
The fun ny man h asn ’t jum ped on us 
yet. 
Ile will begin about the end of 
the w eek. 
Of course w e look for all 
that and are prepared to stand it. 
“One criticism of simplified spelling 
is that it destroys the history of the 
language—that it is not consistent with 
etym ology.

patch to the St. Louis Republic.

the nature of tin* Indian school at C ar­ 
lisle. 
There are 220 pupils and over a 
score of instructors. 
“ In another generation the Indian, as 
such, will have p assed away." declared 
Professor Campbell. “Then the govern ­ 
m ent will not need to keep up schools 
for ids benefit. H e is rapidly assim ila t­ 
ing American ideas, and in another 
generation it will be impossible to d is­ 
tinguish him from th e white man. 
“ It Is all nonsense to say that an In­ 
dian has no idea of humor. Iii tile d is­ 
trict in which I sun w orking now par­ 
ticularly Hie Indians take particular 
enjoym ent In funny remarks and ap ­ 
plaud liberally w hen anything strikes 
their risibilities. 
They 
are 
keen to 
comprehend the odd side of anything 
and in that respect are becoming more 
like Americans every day, though n a t­ 
urally they are o f a serious turn of 
mind. 
“Our students are bright. 
They put 
an enthusiasm into their work which 
is remarkable. All o f our students are 
nonresidents, but m any have attended 
the indian schools near their hom es. 
It is re m a r k a b l e how rapidly the In­ 
dians pick up the English language. 
I 
have seen Indians w ho have entered 
our achoo! unable to speak a w ord of 
E nglish 
graduate 
iii 
three 
or 
four 
years, speaking alm ost perfect E n g ­ 
lish. 
I presume this is due to the in­ 
terest they take in each other. 
T hey 
help the new stu d en t to m aster intrica­ 
cies which would otherw ise puzzle and 
annoy. 
“Upon leaving Hie school m any of 
the Indians take up agricultural pur­ 
suits, though som e enter the trades or 
professions. It is not a fact in M inne­ 
sota that Hie In d ian s are d yin g off 
rapidly from consum ption. They seem 
to have becom e accustom ed to the n ew 
way’ of living and do not long for tile 
tents, as their fathers did. There will 
be no more Indians in another gen era­ 
tion. 
They will all be A m ericans.”

McBride, a promi­ 
nent real esta te man, w h o later de­ 
clared that, although he had been a 
member of tile church for tw enty-five 
years, he had not been a Christian. Ile 
and others present at the basem ent 
m eeting seem ed to receive a baptism 
with tire, and their actions since then 
have been the talk of the com m unity. 
Mr. M cB ride had allow ed people to in­ 
spect his houses on Sundays, lint at 
once had notices posted up that here­ 
after no Sun day inspection will be per­ 
mitted. 


Old Fashioned Revival Meeting. 
A few d a y s ago Mr. M cBride gave a 
business m en's luncheon to Mr. A lex­ 
ander at the Colonnade hotel, which

County "Bulletins Fur­ 


nished Applicants. 


Much interest is boing stirred up over 
the school crop contest ami Supt. W il­ 
son is well pleased with the prospects. 
Quite a number of districts have al­ 
ready entered contestants and it is ex­ 
pected that the mooting of school ofli- 
cers to be hold in Brainerd 
April 13 
will still further stimulate the interest 
taken and result in a large number of 
entries. 
Mr. Wilson bas received a large num­ 
ber of the Agricultural department’s 
bulletins regarding these school con­ 
tests which ho will be glad to furnish 
those desiring to contest. 
These bulle­ 
tins contain 
directions for selecting 
seed, etc., and give advice as to culture 
and management of crops for the con­ 
test. 
If you aro interested in the con­ 
test send for a bulletin. 
These bulletins, Rural School of Agri­ 
culture No. 2, contain explicit and com­ 
prehensive directions for the testing of 
seeds, the methods of judging their 
germinating power and other knowl­ 
edge necessary to cho proper selection 
of seed grains. Tables of the weight 
per bushel of various seeds and the 
amount of good seed necessary to sow 
to the acre are also given. 
Suggestions 
and illustrations of proper rotation of 
crops aro also given, and tho bulletins 
are of groat value, not only to contest­ 
ants in the school contests but to farm­ 
ers in general. 
It is essential that the matter of en­ 
tering the county contest be taken up 
at once in the various districts that 
proper preparations of the ground may 
be made for tho test plot, which must 
not be less than a quarter of an acre, 
and must be conducted entirely under 
the direction of the pupil contesting. 
It i~ expected that there will boa 
large number of special prizes given by 
the merchants of the county at the 
county contest. 
It, has been suggested that it would 
also add zest to the contest if leading 
farmers in the several districts would

TAKE SPAWN FROM GULL LAKE 


Pike Spawn lo be Taken From There to 


Use at Fish Hatchery This Year — 


To be Replaced 


Tho state game commission will take 
pike spawn from the head of Gull lake 
this spring for use in the fish hatchery. 
There has been some fears on the part 
of those interested in fishing on the lake 
that this would tend to diminish tho 
supply of fish there but such is not the 
case say the game wardens. 
Whim in 
the lake only about 712 per cent of the 
spawn ever hatches. At the hatchery 
two years ago 85 per cent hatched while 
last year they succeeded in hatching 95 
per cent. The commission proposes to 
restock the lake from tho spawn thus 
taken ami it is easily seen that there 
can be many more fish returned to tho 
lake than would have hatched from all 
the spawn and still there would bo a 
large per cent left to distribute else­ 
where in the state. 
The game commission is going to paj 
a great deal of attention to the needs of 
the central and northern part of tho 
state the coming season and hopes not 
only to see that tho game laws aro en­ 
forced but that everything is done to 
increase anti protect the game and fish.

David Brady, of Backus, were arraign­ 
ed before Justice Zaffko, of Backus a 
few days ago and convicted of killing 
deer out of season. They were given a
